Judge denies mistrial move 
in Stans, Mitchell trial 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Federal 
Judge Lee P. Gagliardi today denied 
a mistrial in the Mitchell-Stans 
case, and defense attorneys in their 
opening statements portrayed the 
two former powerful figures in the 
Nixon administration as men of high 
character who had contributed their 
lives to public service. 
Former Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell and former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans are 
accused of using their political 
influence to try to impede a major 
federal investigation of the fugitive 
financier 
Robert 
L. 
Vesco 
in 
exchange for his secret $200,000 
contribution to the Nixon 1972 cam­ 
paign. 
M itchell's 
attorney, 
Peter 
Fleming Jr., told the jury of eight 
men and four women that the 
evidence would show “there’s not a 
single speck, fragment, of evidence

that John Mitchell did anything to

three top vote getters win. Voters 
will select three of 10 candidates.

Lompoc cable T.V., channel seven. 
The winners will take or resume 
office at the regular council meeting 
Tuesday March 12, which is also the 
deadline for final statements on 
campaign spending and conflicts of 
interest from winners and losers 
alike. 
City elections used to be held in 
April, but a new state law pushed 
the biennial elections of general law 
cities like Lompoc up to March this 
year.

Mrs. Meier 
delays plans 
for resignation 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Golda Meir today delayed 
plans to announce her resignation 
formally and political sources said 
she may either be reconsidering her 
decision to step down or searching 
for a suitable replacement 
Mrs. Meir had planned to tell 
President Ephraim Katzir at 11:30 
a.m.that she was giving up her 
unsuccessful efforts to form a 
minority government. The meeting 
was at first postponed to 5 p.m., 
then to 7 p.m. as she continued talks 
with party colleagues pleading with 
her to remain in office. 
“The postponement has led to 
speculation 
that 
she 
may 
be 
reconsidering 
her 
decision,” 
a 
political 
source 
said. 
“ She’s 
meeting with various people at the 
moment.” 
Mrs. Meir announced her decision 
to step down Sunday night at a 
meeting of her Labor party. 
'The decision by the 75-year-old 
grandmother put the Jewish state on 
the brink of new elections, political 
sources 
said, 
and 
opened 
the 
possibility 
of 
a 
new 
coalition 
including 
rightwing 
factions 
opposed 
to 
Israel’s 
postwar 
negotiations with the arabs. 
Sources in the National Religious 
party (NRP), which has refused to 
rejoin Mrs. Meir’s government in a 
dispute over religious law, said the 
postponement could mean she is 
trying to find a new candidate to 
replace her as prime minister.

Congressional candidates end 
campaign; outcome uncertain

Republican State Sen. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino and seven Democratic 
rivals contending with him in the 
13th District Special Congressional 
election went into the homestretch 
of the shortened campaign over the 
weekend 
with leaders of 
both 
parties frankly uncertain as to the 
outcome because of the Watergate 
issue nationally. 
The 
cam paigning 
for 
the 
unexpired 
term 
of 
veteran 
Republican office-holder Charles 
Teague, who died New Year’s Day, 
went on with renewed vigor Friday 
after a Ventura Superior judge ruled 
out a suit by Democrats aimed at 
halting the election. 
Lagomarsino, 47, of Ojai, must 
win the sp^ial election outright 
with a majority vote of all votes cast 
to avoid future roadblocks, in the 
opinion of his Santa Barbara County 
coordinator, J. James Hollister III. 
“If the special election is close, 
we’re in trouble,” said Hollister. 
“We could be surprised. We assume 
we’ve lost 10 per cent of the vote due 
to Watergate, 
and 
it remains 


whether we’ve gotten it back in the 
campaign. It keeps me pacing at 
night thinking of it.” 


Although 
a dark horse 
may 
emerge from the Democratic pack 
to surprise the ranking Republican 
in the State Senate in the coming 
test, it appears that Ojai Mayor 
Jim Loebl, 46, Ojai attorney, has the 
best chance of gaining a runoff 
against Lagomarsino in April. 


H o lliste r 
is 
am ong 
the 
Republicans who feel Loebl is the 
man to watch. The Ojai contender 
has been spending money freely and 
effectively and comes across well in 
his contention that Lagomarsino is a 
“republican loyalist who would be 
loyal to the Nixon Administration.” 


“We need more than loyalty in 
Washington,” declares Loebl. “John 
Ehrlichman was a loyalist. Bob 
. Haldeman was a loyalist, so was 
John 
M itchell 
and 
R obert 
Lagomarsino is a loyalist, too.” 


H ollister 
has 
disdain 
for 
Democrats who lean on Watergate 
entirely. “Some of these guys think 


it’s enough 
to call a guy 
a 
Republican to win,” he said. 
Hollister 
said 
Lagomarsino 
campaigners are hoping that the 
senator’s regular output of news 
releases which are widely aired and 
printed by district media will do the 
job of explaining his plan to leap to 
the 
halls 
of 
Congress 
from 
Sacramento. 
It 
w as 
L a g o m a r s i n o ’s 
announcement early this year that 
he would leave the Legislature to try 
for Congress that started a rolling of 
the political dominoes, involving 
new contenders for his Senate 
office, the Assembly, and the Board 
of Supervisors in this county.

Kissinger reports progress in talks 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger today 
reported some progress was being

Kissinger met with ambassadors

Organization (NATO) and briefed 
them on his justcompleted tour of 
the Middle East. Joseph Luns, the 
NATO secretary general, described 
the talks as “very useful, lively and 
pleasant.”

PARIS (UPI) — A preliminary 
report on the crash of a Turkish 
Airlines DCIO jetliner said today a 
bomb explosion could have brought 
down the widebodied aircraft which 
nosedived to earth from 13,000 feet 
Sunday, 
killing 345 persons in 
aviation’s worst disaster. 
Orly 
Airport 
sources 
said 
specialists had prepared a report for 
Airport Director Gilbert Dreyfus 
who is leading the inquiry. “The 
report states that the possibility of 
an explosion is supported by an 
important number of them,” the 
sources said. 
Turkish airline sources in Istanbul 
said the airline had information that 
three Japanese and two Arabs 
aboard the crashed plane were 
guerrillas. They said the five had 
planned 
to 
sabotage 
a 
British 
Airways flight from Paris to London 
but were transferred to the Turkish 
plane because of a strike by British 
engineers in London and that their 
bombs exploded in flight. 
The airline sources said there also 
was a 
possibilty 
the 
reported 
guerrillas were linked with the 
seizure later in the day of a British 
Airways jet after takeoff from 
Beirut. Arab commandos blew up 
the aircraft in Amsterdam after 
letting 102 persons on board flee the 
plane. 
Most of the victims in the Turkish 
Airlines crash were believed to be 
Britons, including a police amateur 
rugby team, although no passenger 
list was available. The number of 
Americans aboard also was not 
known but the U.S. Embassy in 
London said the victims included its 
cultural attache. Dr. Wayne Wilcox, 
his wife and two of their children. 
Japanese Embassy sources said 49 
Japanese were aboard. The Turks 


said there were 15 Turkish nationals 
on the plane. 
'Turkish President Bulent Ecevit 
told newsmen in Istanbul: 
“At present I cannot say whether 
the plane was sabotaged or not but 


we are reviewing every possibility. 
The question of whether the plane 
was sabotaged or not will be cleared 
following technical examinations 
which 1 presume will last a couple of 
weeks.” 


Haldeman claims innocence; 
has confidence in system 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Former 
presidential aide H. R. Haldeman 
spoke out for the first time today 
since his grand jury indictment and 
said, “I am innocent.” 
Haldeman, looking tanned and 
rested, told a news conference at his 
home, “I’m not happy to be indicted 
but I have evei7 confidence in the 
American judicial system. 
“As I’ve said many times before. 
I’ve 
done 
nothing 
illegal 
or 
improper.” 
Haldeman was indicted Friday 
along with John D. Ehrlichman and 
John N. Mitchell and four others for 
conspiring to obstruct justice and 
commiting perjury. 
Haldeman refused to comment on 
any details of his 
indictnient, 
saying, “Judge (John J.) Sirica 
issued instructions that we cannot 
comment on the case and I will 
abide 
by 
Ju dg e 
S i r i c a ’s 
instructions.” 
Haldeman, dressed in a blue 
blazer and dark trousers, was in 
good spirits and smiled frequently 
as he spoke to some 50 newsmen. 
Asked if he would make any 
bargains to better his position in the 
forthcoming trial, he said “No. I’m 
innocent.” 
He 
said 
he 
had 
spoken 
to 
President 
Nixon 
since 
the 


indictment, presumably during the 
weekend, but refused to say what he 
and the President discussed. He said 
he was not in a position to comment 
on or evaluate the case. 
Asked if he would have served on 
the presidential staff if he had 
known what the eventual outcome 
would have been, Haldeman said, 
“Certainly 
I 
would 
serve 
the 
President again. I am completely 
proud and appreciative of the 
chance I had to work with and serve 
one of the great presidents this 
country has ever had.” 
Haldeman said he did not think he 
was in public disgrace.

$3,500 to underground power

now 
spanning 
telephone 
poles 
on 
Carmichael’s property at 
227 South Seventh St. What 
this news harvested in a 
Watergate-wary 
public 
were vague suspicions that 
the candidate was getting 
some 
kind 
of campaign 
support or favors at the 
expense of the taxpayers. 


Carmichael first became 
aware of the rumors from 
voters he’s visited. 


“ I find that I ’ve lost a lot 
of 
votes 
because 
of

misunderstanding,” he said. 


On Feb. 20 the Record 
reported the council’s $3,500 
vote for the undergrounding 
work but not the following 
details:

Harry Jones, man of 
many names, many talents

— alias Jonesy,, icebox, 
corporal, commissioner, I 
Spy, 
lawyer 
Bates, 
the 
coolest man in Samoa — 
stepped 
down from 
the 
mobile home and shifted his 
well-worn, green print hat 
to one side, knowing what 
needed to be done. 
He would put this last 
woman’s 
name 
on 
the 
Telephone 
Reassurance 
Program. She hadn’t asked 
for it, but her burden in life 
warranted 
that 
kind 
of 
attention. 
This last woman was old, 
widowed, living alone, on 
food stamps, out of social 
security 
benefits, 
living 
with 
a 
tempermental 
appetite, being treated by 
three 
doctors, 
suffering 
from glaucoma, and bearing 
the physical evidence of 
stroke across her contorted 
face. She was hurting and 
uncomplaining. 
Soon volunteers will start 
calling 
twice 
daily 
to 
inquire about her needs and 
frame of mind. 
Jones’ purpose for coming 
here today had nothing to do 
with 
the 
Telephone 
Reassurance 
Program. 
Rather, it concerned the 
Nutrition 
for 
Seniors 
program which was to start 
the next week in Lompoc. 
Administered 
by 
the 
Lompoc 
branch 
of 
the 
Community 
Action 
Commission 
of 
Santa 
B arb a ra , 
I n c . , 
the 
program’s aim is to feed 
people over 60 years of age 
one meal a day, five days a 
week 
at 
no 
charge. 
Donations will be accepted. 
Jones sat now in the 
woman’s abbreviated and 
immaculate living room to 
sign her up. He had obtained 


her name from a neighbor. 
“ I ’m 
going 
to 
those 
meals. It’s so much better 
to eat when other people are 
around you talking. You feel 
much better,” the neighbor 
had assured this woman 
over the phone before Jones 
shuffled over. 
Looking past his thick 
glasses, he spoke steadily 
about the program in his 
powerful and kind voice. He 
was old and didn’t have to 
be here. 
After 
every 
few 
sentences, 
the 
woman 
interjected a “ yes, sir” in a 
pathetic tone, a tone that 
made 
one 
realize 
that 
however impossible the past 
has been, it has been easy 
compared to this woman’s. 
“ The 
meals 
will 
be 
prepared hot and served hot 
at the Bethany Lutheran 
Church at Cypress and E 
Street. The program has 
nothing to do with Welfare 
or 
Meals 
on 
Wheels,” 
explained Jones. 


“ Yes, sir,” she said, her 
legs crossed, arms folded, 
self-consciously. 
“ It is funded through the 
California Commission on 
Aging with federal revenue 
sharing funds.” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
He continued to say that 
transportation 
will 
be 
provided 
if 
it 
was 
unavailable to her. 
“ Oh my, that would be 
wonderful.” 


“ If there is anything you 
don’t like about the food, 
you find my table and tell 
me about it.” (That’s Harry 
Jones; he works like that.) 
“ Yes, sir.” 


Next he informed her that 
he works for the Community 
Action Commission also as 
a para-legal assistant. His 
job 
is 
to 
help 
people 
stumbling in the mire or red 


tape or whatever prevents 
reaching the goal rightful 
welfare, food stamp, social 
security, 
or 
whatever 
benefits. 
She needed help in this 
area 
too; 
and 
Jones 
listened. But he didn’t have 
to be here. After 74 years, a 
man has the right to say he 
is tired. 
This woman didn’t even 
know Harry Jones alias 
“ icebox.” Maybe she had 
seen the coolest man in 
Samoa 
working 
around 
Lompoc. For that’s how the 
corporal gets about when he 
is on the job as program 
specialist. 
Old 
age 
has 
rendered Jonesy unfit to 
drive a vehicle. 
Still, the commissioner 
remains active. Since 1966, 
he has retired three times, 
in fact. 
Jones is a cook’n man. 
Retired to Lompoc in 1968, 
father 
of 
14 
sons 
and 
daughters (two daughters 
living 
in 
Lompoc), 
23 
grandchildren, 
and 
five 
great grandchildren, he has 
managed 
to compile an 
obsolete four page resume 
of his ventures into the 
working world starting in 
1923 and keep the same wife 
for 54 years. 
Mrs. Ethel Jones smiles 
when new people step into 
their living room. She talks 
proudly about the picture of 
Harry and her taken in 1919, 
hanging in the hallway. She 
is a contented woman, Mrs. 
Harry Jones. 
Who is Harry Jones — this 
well-used, but unsinkable 
man of slim build, who 
speaks with book learning 
and is endowed with a 
personality quality any man 
would envy, even bookish 
men? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

March with 1,735.000 unsold 
cars, enough to last 76 days 
at current sales rates. At 
this time last year, the

highest alcoholism rate of 
any profession in America,

California 
Medical 
Association

“ We lose the equivalent of 
one medical school class a 
year,” said Dr. Charles E. 
Becker, head of alcoholic 
detoxification 
at 
San 
Francisco General Hospital. 
Becker, also an assistant 
professor at the University 
of 
C aliforn ia 
M edical 
Center, urged Physicians to 
be 
more alert to early 
symptoms 
in 
themselves 
and their patients. 
He told the C M A ’s 103rd 
annual meeting that more 
than 90 per cent of all adults 
take 
“ Am erica's 
most 
widely used drug.” and that 
there 
were 
at 
least 
10 
m illio n 
alcoholics 
in 
America, an estimate he 
said was probably low. 
“ The 
incidence 
of 
alcoholism in the m ilitary is 
astounding— 
possibly 
as 
high as 50 per cent," said 
Becker, who has worked on 
recent 
studies 
with 
the 
Army and Navy. 
He 
called 
for 
more 
specific education on the 
diagnosis and treatment of 
alcoholism 
by 
medical 
schools.

State sales tax hike 
scheduled for April 1 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
The state sales tax will 
increase by one penny per 
dollar next month, costing 
Californians an extra $1 25 
million a day, unless the 
legislature 
suddenly 
re 
verses itself 
The up and-down sales tax 
is scheduled to go up again 
from 5 to 6 cents on the 
dollar April 1 in most of the 
state The exception would 
be 
in 
Bay 
Area 
Rapid 
Transit counties, where it 
would be raised from 5 4 to 
6 1 2 cents 
The hikes, which would 
raise about $650 million a 
year for the state treasury, 
would be the third rate 
change in the sales tax rate 
in nine months 
Sen. Ralph C. Dills, D- 
Gardena, is waging an uphill 
battle to delay the increase 
for six months He contends 
the state is collecting more 
money than it needs and the 
legislature 
would 
look 
foolish if it later voted to 
lower the levy to 5 cents 
again.

and closing the books on a

We urged

relations in law enforcement; repair of 
flooded city intersections; a program to 
combat drug abuse;

They could 
sell 40,000 of these in Berkeley, and 
certainly not because anything could 
be more radical or puritanically out 
of line than the Berkeley Barb. 
Ginesis II is better written; it says 
more; unlike the Barb, it doesn’t 
have to be so “free” that it isn’t. 
The perpetrators should be ferreted 
out at once — and awarded As in 
Journalism. Solzhenitsyn may apply 
for a life time subscription. 
But unofficial word from down 
under has it that the authorities 
have mobilized to locate those 
responsible (exile in Russia?). And 
this brings us very seriously back to 
the marketplace thought. Enter any 
newspaper and you’ll wander into a 
vast, roaring flea market of goods 
and concepts. Stroll through one 
sometime, slowly. You can hear the 
vendors of corsets and conclusions 
hawking from their stalls, ready to 
bargain. The columnists unravel 
their intellectual textiles for your 
perusal just as solicitously as the 
supermarket ad men spread before 
you their feast of specials. And the 
well packaged deductions of authors 
and quoted speakers oil your mental 
appetite just as the photos of roasts 
wet your lips. 
They chant and jostle for your 
attention with headlines, drawings, 
photos or maybe naughty words. 
You may handle the merchandise, 
whether it be a precept or a 
persimmon, and perhaps you’ll put 
in back on the shelf and stroll 
mentally on in spite of the vendor’s 


imploring open palms. It’s up to you. 
There are grifters here, perhaps, 
liars out for too much of your money 
or maybe a precious coin from that 
guarded pouch where you reserve 
your judgments. 
But there are 
bargains too, bonanzas in goods and 
knowledge more than worth the 
gamble and the walk. 


And there are the habitues of the 
printed marketplace who seldom 
leave 
with 
shabby 
goods: 
the 
housewife who scans all the prices 
and claims, snipping coupons; the 
inveterate readers who daily eye the 
commerce of ideas and note before 
most the moldy prediction, the 
ideological short change artist, the 
notion turned rancid. 


To limit the free market of ideas 
would be price fixing. And when you 
fix prices or have them fixed for 
you, you have no idea of real values. 


Do people believe and follow 
everything they read? In the very 
short run, perhaps mostly yes. But 
the safe shot this democracy has 
always 
called 
is 
that 
in 
the 
unplugged public nostril, a rotten 
herring will begin to smell sooner or 
later. 
Try 
Watergate. 
In 
the 
marketplace of ideas, let the buyer 
beware. He’s the only one who can.

Democrats having a 
lead of 58 per cent 
to 29 per cent for 
the Republicans and 
only 13 per cent 
undecided. 
A lot can happen between now and 
November 
and 
Republican 
strategists 
are 
counting 
on 
Democratic sins of omission and 
commission to help correct this 
imbalance. 
If 
the 
current 
harvest 
of 
Watergate indictments is evidence, 
the going promises to be even 
rougher for the GOP in the months 
ahead. 
Often in the media, this seems to 
be treated like a horse race and the 
larger 
question 
is 
what 
a 
Democratic sweep can mean. After 
1964 
and 
Lyndon 
Johnson's 
landslide, the Democrats ended up 
with 295 seats in the House to 140 for 
the Republicans. Yet, despite the 
outcries of congressional critics, 
President Johnson could go on to 
order 
550,000 
American 
ground 
troops into the Vietnam war. 
The most disturbing commentary 
on the elections both at home and 
abroad is that they settle nothing. 
So enormous is the dislocation, 
social 
and 
economic, 
that 
the 
remedy of the ballot box — turning 
the rascals out — accomplishes 
little. 
While it may give 
temporary 
relief to the emotions, the same 
intractable problems of inflation, 
high 
taxes, 
unemployment 
and 
pollution are still there. 
Britain, where a mercifully brief 
election campaign is ended, offers a 
prize example. 
Prime 
Minister 
Edward Heath for the Tories and 
Harold Wilson for Labor have been 
slamming each other with the old 
political bromides. Yet the victor 
must grant the striking coal miners 
wages much higher than Heath had 
rejected and that will mean another 
round of inflation. 
The painful truth is that Britain is 
bankrupt 
with 
a 
trade 
deficit 
staggering for a nation that must 
trade 
to 
live. 
A 
coalition 
government might be an answer 
since undeniably Britain’s present 
plight is as grave as though it was 
war time. Given the way the knives 
were out in the current set-to, such 
as answer seems highly unlikely. 
A virtue in the past has been that 
defeat for one of the parties brings 
about a change of leadership. Time­ 
worn figures are shuffled off stage 
to make way for younger and 
presumably abler leaders who will 
make the next run. 
Yet this gives to leadership an 
almost mystical quality as though 
polished up charisma could show the 
way out of the great dismal swamp. 
We have all misused the word, 
falling back on it when solutions 
seemed beyond reach. 
In the most horrendous example 
in this century, the Germans, when 
the feeble democracy of the Weimar 
republic broke down, got their 
leader. His name was Hitler and he 
ruled 
with 
all 
the 
snares 
of 
demagogy while committing crimes 
as monstrous as any in history. 
It couldn’t happen here, we say 
complacently. Yet we had a Joe 
McCarthy and a Huey Long who 
aspired 
to 
leadership 
with 
authoritarian overtones. 


Let’s assume the Democrats get 
their sweep in November and come 
next January the majorities are top 
heavy in both Senate and House The 
performance of the Congress in 
recent years holds out little hope of 
a coherent concerted attack on the 
ills presently plaguing us. 
Even a.Congress with two-thirds 
m ajorities able to override any 
presidential veto would be stumped 
by, let’s say, oil prices tripling and 
quadrupling 
So there’s another election to 
come 
in 
1976. 
A 
Republican 
candidate with a set of sharp public 
relations types will make the case 
that 
the 
Dem ocrats 
controlled 
Congress by these huge m ajorities. 


And what have they done7 Little or 
nothing. 
This was the case Harry Truman 
made in 1948 after the Republicans 
had had congressional majorities 
for two years In his whistle-stop 
campaign, he called it the eighty- 
worst (CQ) Congress and to the 
surprise of practically everybody he 
was re-elected to a full term in the 
White House. 
The 
lesson 
in 
this 
for 
the 
Democrats is that they had better 
know what they want to do with 
their win. Otherwise, a victory can 
prove as empty as such victories in 
the past.
